STARTING INSTRUCTIONS 
Fuel 


In a clean container thoroughly mix one-half (%) pint of No. 30 SAE Oil with each gallon of gasoline for al 
single cylinder engines except Models AV80 and AH80. Models AV80, AH80 and all twin cylinder engines requir 
% pint of oil per gallon. (Regular grade gasoline is preferred, but any grade of gasoline will operate satisfactorily). 
All engines require a break-in period of five hours. During this period we suggest a mixture of an additional % pint 


of oil per gallon. 


Starting Engine 
1. Open fuel shut-off valve completely. 
2. Move choke lever to choke position. 


3. The carburetor dial knob should be set with the No. 7 
to the top when the engine is in operating position. 


4. Crank engine with rope. In very cold weather, or if the 
engine has not been run for a long period, two or more 
pulls may be necessary. After the engine starts grad- 
ually move the choke lever back until engine has 
warmed up. 


When restarting a warm engine, choking is not necessary. 
Choking a warm engine, or over-choking a cold engine may 
result in flooding. If this occurs, continue cranking engine, 
with the choke pushed back until the engine starts. 

In severe cases of flooding, the shut-off valve should be 
closed and the engine cranked until it starts. After the 
engine starts the valve should again be opened. 


Stopping Engine 

To stop the engine use stop switch or push down stop lever 
spring (located at the spark plug) until it touches the spark 
plug terminal. 


ENGINE MAINTENANCE 


Spark Plug 


Check plug periodically. Oily or carboned plug causes 
starting difficulty. Some plugs may operate several hours 
and then prove defective requiring replacement. 

The spark plug should be cleaned, and the points set at 
.030 inches. If there is any doubt about the condition of 
the plug it should be replaced with original equipment. 


Air Filter Cleaning Instructions 

For the best cveration of your Power Products engine the 
air filter should be cleaned as often as necessary. Under 
no conditions should the engine be operated longer than 
fifty hours before the filter is cleaned. Under normal con- 


~ “ditions cleaning will not have to be done as ofien as in 


dry or sandy areas. Use of the mower for leaf mulching 
will also necessitate more frequent cleanings. It may be 
necessary to clean the filter as often as after every five 
hours operation. Filters on chain saw engines, which are 
subjected to extremely dusty conditions will also have to 
be cleaned more often. 

Foil or Metal Filters: For the best results the filter should 
be cleaned by immersing same in gasoline or other solvent. 
Clean thoroughly and then saturate with lubricating oil. 
Allow to drain before reassembling. 

Dry Type Filter: Cleaning can be accomplished by soaking 
the filter in gasoline or other solvent and then removing 
all foreign material by compressed air. Periodically this 
type of filter can be cleaned with the aid of a small brush 
and it will then not be necessary to remove the unit from 
the engine. 


Muffler & Exhaust Ports 


The muffler and the exhaust ports should be cleaned every 
50 hours if the engine is running under continuous full 
load conditions, and every 100 to 150 hours if the engine 
is running under lighter loads. Clean exhaust ports and 
muffler if engine loses power. 


To clean the muffler, remove the-holding screws, and 
open the muffler. Scrape the carbon from all cavities and 
the exhaust outlet space. 

To clean the cylinder exhaust ports, remove the spark 
plug, and turn the starter pulley so that the piston is at 
the bottom of the stroke, below the exhaust holes. With 
any blunt instrument scrape the carbon from the three 
cylinder exhaust holes so that they are completely open 
and remove the carbon from the surrounding exhaust 
chamber. Crank the engine several times to blow out the 
loosened carbon. Replace the spark plug and muffler. 


Carburetor Adjustments 


There are two adjustments on the carburetor, the full load 
adjustment and the no load adjustment. The full load ad- 
justment is the numbered dial on the carburetor. The n 
mal setting of the full load adjustment is at No. 7 or 
turn open, and the no load adjustment is about % turn 
open. Under normal loading the No. 7 should be to the 
top when the engine is in operating position. 

Should it be necessary to check the adjustments, the en- 
gine should first be run at full load until it is warmed up. 
The full load adjustment may then be checked by turning 
it in (clockwise) until motor slows down or coughs and 
the position noted. The adjustment should then be turned 
open (counterclockwise) until the engine after speeding 
up again slows down and runs unevenly; this position 
should be noted. Correct adjustment will be half way be- 
tween these two points. At this position the engine should 
deliver maximum power. Make sure that the numbered 
dial is tight on the carburetor shaft. The no load or idle 
adjustment screw should be set for best engine operation 
at idling speed. The no load or idle adjustment screw has 
a large knurled head and is held secure by a spring. 

Two cycle engines when running under light loads may 
appear to miss. This in no way affects the operation of 
the engine. 


SERVICE AND REPAIR MAINTENANCE 


Should Engine Fail to Start: 

(1) Check for fuel in the fuel tank and check to see that 
shut-off valve is open. 

(2) Check for spark; remove spark plug and with magneto 
wire attached hold the base of the plug against the 
engine, crank engine. A spark should jump across the 
plug points. If it doesn’t, clean the plug or replace 
with a new one. . 

(3) Check magneto. Hold the spark plug wire 3/16” from 
engine, spark should jump from the terminal to the 
engine when cranked. If no spark occurs, test the con- 
denser and coil; if faulty, replace. 

(4) Check for fuel in carburetor. Remove main adjustment 
screw. Fuel should flow in a small continuous stream. 
If it does not, clean fuel line; also clean filter screen 
in carburetor inlet and the fuel tank outlet. 


(5) Check for flooding. Remove spark plug and if plug 
is wet or if gap is closed by liquid fuel, the plug should 
be dried, and with main adjustment needle closed the 
engine should be cranked until vapor stops coming out 
of spark plug hole. Reinsert plug and open adjustment 
dial so that No. 7 is at top. 


(6) Check for gasket leaks and for leaks around the crank- 
shaft seal. 


Should Engine Overheat: 


Check the flow of air over the cylinder. If restricted 
grass or dirt, remove the air shroud and clean the cylin 
fins. Be sure to use the correct fuel mixture. Use a clean 
container for mixing oil and fuel.

FLOAT SETTING: To set correctly for proper maintenance of fuel 
level, remove Float Bowl Cover Assembly mechanism and gasket, 
Turn same upside down and with Float Lever then resting on Inlet 
Needle, bend Lever, if necessary, to give a distance of 1-13/32" 

from flat outer rim, or edge of Float Bowl Cover (at free end and 
without gasket) to then top edge of Float, Measurement can be checked 
with a standard straight rule or depth gauge. 


INITIAL ADJUSTMENT: Open Main Adjustment Screw (Ref, 21) one (1) 
full turn (counter-clockwise) from closed position.
